on 
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The Subtlest Form of Gift

O many other people, in speaking of 

books as gifts, begin by quoting Emily 

Dickinson’s lines, “There is no frigate 
like a book ...,” that I am sure I shall 
be pardoned if I do not quote it again, tho 
Emily Dickinson’s life and letters and a 
complete edition of her poems have been 
features of the past year. 

It is better to begin with the simple and 
literally true statement that the book is the 
best form of gift, because in books alone 
will you find a scale of values which will 
enable you to give with the greatest subtlety 
with the greatest accuracy in hitting the 
heart and intellect of the person you would 
delight. It is not so easy, perhaps, to give 
a book as it is to give a box of candy or a 
box of cigars. But whereas the one is a 
gesture, to be sure, and can even be a dead 
formality, the other—the gift of a book—is 
an art. The other forms of gift may satisfy 
a taste in your friend, but the gift of a 
book, if it is successfully made, appeals to 
your friend as a personality. 

And how well worth doing that is, even 
if it does call for ten minutes’ thought in 
addition to the purchase price. For it is 
giving in the best sense of the word. Like 
other activities of man which began as 
utilitarian and then became ends in them- 
selves, for even art began in utilitarian 
activities of different sorts, gifts were once 
made for a purpose: they were made by the 
weaker to placate the stronger, they pag- 
took of tribute, they were merely cere- 
monial, or they were made in expectation of 
favors in return. Even now a gift may be 


made megely as a matter of custom. But 
no friend, thinking of a friend, would wish 
to make the sort of gift that would look as 
if a mere custom were being fulfilled. 
And the way to avoid that is to make the 


gift not only fit the, season—and gifts at 
Christmas are certainly customary—but to 
fit the person, and so lift the gift into the 
realm of the spirit. 

That may sound formidable, but all it 
means is that the gift of a book is not the 
ordinary jgift, the giving of a mere object. 
It is rather an introduction of one person 
to another. And the rule for successful 
giving is to choose a book for your friend 
in the same spirit in which you would con- 
sider introducing him to another friend. If, 
for example, the idea occurs to you to 
present—let us take an example from a 
former season—“The Education of Henry 
Adams” to a friend, what you are really 
doing is introducing your friend to the im- 
mortal part of Henry Adams. He will 
remember you with gratitude for many a 
Christmas if the introduction results in a ~ 
permanent friendship, and, on the other 
hand, Henry Adams might bore him. When 
one thinks, too, that a book like Henry 
Adams can shatter a man’s universe under 
him, one foresees great possibilities for 
subtle giving. 

Giving a book, then, is really giving more 
than an object; it is giving the record of 
another man’s achievement, of another 
man’s adventure; it is giving the revelation 
of someone’s soul, and this applies all the 
way thru the gamut from the gift of an 
evening’s amusement to the gift of a revela- 
tion that will affect a whole, life. 

Suppose you give, to an acquaintance, 
upon the intimacy of whose inner life you 
cannot intrude, a simple detective story. You 
have given him not only a moment’s release 


.from the affairs of his life, but one which 


will await his convenience; thereby, for far 
less money, doing more for him than if you 
gave him a theater ticket. 
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If you know your friend well enough to 
know that, while happy in his home life, his 
golf stroke is his despair, you will find on 
this season’s lists a number of books on 
golf. And there are books devoted to hun- 
dreds of other things that people want to 
know how to do properly. A gift of a book 
of this kind is always in order and shows on 
its face that your interest is personal and 
not merely conventional. 


Books That Change Our Conception of the 
Universe 

To go a step further, besides these books 
of practical knowledge, there are the books 
which bring to us the, knowledge of the 
world which men of science are painfully 
acquiring and which we are all utilizing 
without inquiring very much about its 
sources. 

In this season’s lists, for example, will be 
found a number of treatises on Einstein’s 
theories of relativity. Some of them, of 
course, presuppose a knowledge of higher 
mathematics on the part of their readers; 
others are more elementary. All of them 
are of the most dramatic interest, for they 
picture a drama that has only happened a 
very few times in history, the change of our 
total conception of the physical laws of the 
universe. 

And then each of the several sciences has 
its little surprises. Look at the list of books 
in psychology: the Freudian tempest may be 
beginning to subside, but see, the rich spoils 
of knowledge which it has cast up. And 
this season is particularly rich in scientific 
surprises. There is a regular war on be- 
tween America and England on the issue 
of the rise of cultures and civilizations. 
The recent discoveries in Egypt seem to 
strengthen the argument that all our civili- 
zations spread from that mother-ground. 
And then, of course, the historically minded 
reader will turn to the books on Egypt for 
their own sake, for Tut-ankh-amen, tho 
no longer on the front page of the news- 
papers, will be on the front pages of the 
publishers’ lists for some time to come. 


Some of the New Wonders of Science 


Not only in these general fields, but in 
all the sciences, the last few years have 
been momentous ones. To show the ex- 
treme interest of recent developments, let us 
just mention a few of the things that are 
discussed in books which will be found on 
the publishers’ lists this fall. A Frenchman 
has written a book the thesis of which is 
that people may learn to see without eyes, 
thru some now obsolescent organs em- 
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bedded in the skin, relics of the day when 
there were no eyes but when light was cog- 
nized thru irritation of these nerve endings. 
And the, claim is made that these organs 
can be re-educated in the human being. If 
this sounds preposterous, let us say that an 
eminent English scholar has gone to the 
trouble to translate the book. And then 
there is another, devoted to a discussion of 
the chemical element, selenium, a book which 
tells how this element can translate light 
into sound. So that by an apparatus in 
which it is used a blind man can read a book 
thru what we might call a selenium eye- 
glass: it has been done. And then another 
scientific book, this time by an English- 
man tells us of a future, not so far off, in 
which babies—well, we do not wish to chal- 
lenge too much incredulity, but at least 
those examples show us the revolutionary 
sort of thing that is being done today in the 
field of knowledge, and as long as most of 
us “don’t know the half of it” books which 
tell us all about it are certainly better 
Christmas presents than neckties. 


The New Biography 


But knowledge is only half the human 
story. And the less important half at that, 
when we, think of life. If not the most 
exciting, biographies are at least the most 
interesting books there are. And there are 
some notable ones on the list this year: and 
they are especially interesting because, both 
in autobiography and in all biographies ex- 
cept the duller ones, the note of candor has 
become popular. The old eulogists in three- 
volume ponderosities are gone, and we have. 
today the psychologically trained and artis- 
tic Stracheys, Guedallas and Bradfords. 


For One’s Best Friends 

But the greatest joys of giving are felt 
when one knows one’s friends well enough 
to know that they will appreciate those inti- 
mate, subtle and recondite forms of autobi- 
ography which are embodied in poetry and 
in imaginative prose. It is not to every 
casual acquaintance that one would give the 
poetry of Walter de la Mare or Edwin 
Arlington Robinson, or the prose of James 
Branch Cabell or Charles M. Doughty. But 
here to the fit and few one can pay the high- 
est honors.. And a surprisingly large num- 
ber of our major poets are out this year in 
collected or in new editions. 

To give, in this realm of books, is to 
share a community of taste, to put onesel! 
more en rapport with the one to whom one 
gives than one could in any other way. It is 
at once the sign and the nourishment o! 
vital friendship. 
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The Community Book Shop, Miami 


A Woman’s Successful Shop in a Florida Resort 


HE Community Book Shop, Miami, 

Fla., as it stands today with a stock on 

its shelves, inventoried around $18,000, 
is the result of a distinct community need, 
and $1,500. 

It originally started, three years, ago, as 
the Studio Book Shop, in connection, with 
its owner’s, Natalie Newell’s Studio of 
Architectural Rendering and Commercial 
Art, mostly as a library proposition of the 
latest fiction, and 
popular general 
books, which could 
be purchased or bor- 
rowed, as the case 
might be. The Shop 
and Studio were up- 
stairs in the Colum- 
bia Building, a little 
off the beaten path 
of the general pub- 
lic, but as there was 
no other exclusive 
bookshop or library, 
other than the de- 
partment stores, and 
the Women’s Club, 
respectively, the 
plunge was made 
without the faintest 
dream of where it 
would lead. 

As stated before, 
it is the result of 
$1,500. Miss Newell 
was the proud pos- 
sessor of $1,000 and 
Marjory Stoneman 
Douglas $500, so 
they got their heads 
together, and both being capable judges 
of books and authors, ordered, from 
Baker and Taylor to the full amount of 
their capital enough books, as they thought 
to last all the winter season. When they 
came in three large crates, they wondered if 
Baker and Taylor had any books left in 
their stock, and what on earth they were 
going to do with them all. 

This investment required action, so they 
invented a system of advertising which 
caught the public eye, in the form of a 
series of book news cartoons, one inch high 
and seven columns wide, across the bottom

of the Miami Herald society page. Then 
they wrote letters to every one in town 
who they thought might be interested, tell- 
ing them of the shop, and telling them that 
even if they had to climb a flight of stairs 
it would be worth it. Saturday evenings 
thruout the season the bookshop and studio, 
which were in two rooms, one across the 
hall from the other, were opened to social 
gatherings, and soon the shop was an 
established affair. 
The rooms grew 
smaller and the 
stock grew larger. 
The Studio Book 
Shop began to open 
accounts with the in- 
dividual publishers, 
and the demand was 
so great that nego- 
tiations for the sho» 
on the main floor at 
the entrance of the 
same building were 
put forward, and the 
next winter saw the 
bookshop ensconsed 
in the new quarters. 
and carrying an in- 
creased stock of 
$5,000. This meant, 
of course, increased 
overhead, but the 
popularity of the 
bookshop was more 
than worth it, for 
the third year found 
this ground floor 
shop too small and 
an opportunity pre- 
sented itself for a shop on Flagler Street. 
Small, and in a delapidated old frame 
building, but on the best corner in town. 
Needless to say, they took another plunge, 
incorporating the Studio Book Shop into 
the Community Book Shops, Shop No. 1, in 
view to a chain of shops thruout the South. 
The new shop is at 113 E. Flagler Street, 
and is only ten feet wide by fifty feet deep. 
A sketch by Miss Newell printed on this 
page shows the very practical and attractive 
shelf arrangement. The unequal spacing is 
charming and practical and gives a place 
for very tall and very short books. The 
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drawers below the low shelf-like seat hold 
the gift books. The side lighting has a 
homey effect under the’ shingle roof which 
is not only ornamental but acts as a dust 
catcher. Along the seat at intervals are five 
or six new books in attractive book-ends. 
“Tt is a sort of cafeteria affair,” writes Miss 
Newell, “‘and lots of time is saved in rush 
hours by people helping themselves. We 
cannot do much with this building, as it 1s 
the oldest one in town, and the owners 
threaten to tear it down and build a new 
one, every year. We have, however, an 


option on the new shop when built, so that 
this is our permanent location.” 





MIAMI’S ATTRACTIVE BOOK WINDOW 

It is lined from floor to high ceiling with 
books of every description, but caters espe- 
cially to popular new books, as_ the 
trade here is that of a resort town, and is 
practically a three months’ one. The people 
who come down read to be amused, or to 
know what is being discussed, and altho 
Miami is growing to be an all year round 
town, the demand for large home libraries 
is not great at the present time. The Miami 
people are grateful for the fact that the 
shop stays open all the year, but with the 
over-head carried the summer months are 
not what one might call profitable, but the 
climatic conditions are such during the 
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rainy season and some months in the spring, 
that if books were left in a closed shop they 
would accumulate the best crop of mildew 
ever seen in the state of Florida. 

The above all sounds like a race to wealth, 
but so far, of necessity, everything has been 
turned back into accumulating our stock, 
and this year has just brought it to where 
it will stand for a while and some cash 
profits will be realized. 

There are two big handicaps in a shop 
in Miami, one, and especially as in this 
case, when it was started with so little 
capital, is the fact that all the trade centers 
in three months, January, February and 
March (the Christmas trade is good, for 
a local one, of a town of 40,000 people, but 
it does not eat a hole in the stock) and the 
other is the high cost of getting books 
down here. By express ordinary sized 
books cost from 15 cents to 20 cents apiece; 
by freight, if sent by boat, about half that, 
but. freight by rail, when it hits the well- 
known Florida East Coast Railway is a load 
on the debit side of the books. Fortunately 
most of the books come from New York or 
Boston, so that the boats can be used to 
advantage. 

This is the history of the Community 
Book Shops, Inc., to date. They are still 
trying to catch up with themselves, and 
when they do, just watch their chain! 

There do not seem to be people in Miami, 
interested enough to buy the corporation 
stock to give a working capital for this 
chain. This is probably due to the immense 
profits everyone is making in real estate, 
if he has any money to invest. So the 
owners of the Community Book Shops are 
just working their heads off alone, for they 
see a big future. 

As to Miami as a book center for new 
books, there were 85,000 tourists there last 
winter, all of whom are potential book 
buyers and they are making room for twice 
as many this next season. If only Io per 
cent of those people buy one book to read 
on the train going home, figure it out for 
yourself, the amount of books that will be 
distributed from Miami alone. Let the best 
publisher win.

E have heard much about the conflict 
between movies and books, but little 
about their cooperation. Ginn and 
Company, educational publishers, have re- 
cently shown one way of combining the use 
of motion pictures with the production of 
books. Thru Rowland Rogers, of the Pic- 
ture Service Corporation, who has had an 
unusually wide experience with educational 
films, Ginn and Company have just pro- 
duced “Your Book,” a two-reel picture 
showing the evolution of the book from its 
earliest forms to the modern book produced 
at the Athenaeum Press _in Cambridge. 
The picture contains much that will in- 
terest all who have anything to do with 
hooks. Specimens of books of other lands 


and ages, obtained from the collection of

Dr. David Eugene Smith and George A. 
Plimpton of New York, were photographed 
in studio and outdoor scenes in settings of 
the countries in which they originated. 
First are shown scenes of a Babylonian 
schoolboy doing his sums on a clay tablet, 
and of boys and books of ancient Egypt, 
Arabia, Palestine, India, and Persia; then 
a view of a monk of the Middle Ages copy- 
ing a book on parchment, followed by a 
reproduction in full colors of a picture from 
a prayer book of the fifteenth century. A 
glimpse of the Gutenberg Bible is followed 
by a picture of one of the only two known 
pages from the first schoolbook made from 
movable types, also printed by Gutenberg. 
A hornbook and the New England Primer 
are pictured in the hands of children of 
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the days when these books were commonly 
used. 

To represent the preparation of the manu- 
scripts of modern educational books, views 
are given of Wallace W. Atwood, author 
of geographies; Otis W. Caldwell, Principal 
of the Lincoln School; David Saville Muz- 
zey and James Harvey Robinson, the his- 
torians; and David Eugene Smith, author 
of many works in mathematics. 

At the Athenaeum Press, where Ginn and 
Company produce all of their publications, 
the modern method of making books is 
shown. Here the observer is given intimate 
views of the different processes rather than 
extended pictures of the plant itself (the 
capacity of which is about as large as that 
of any book-making plant in America). 
Following the manufacturing scenes is an 
animated picture showing the different parts 
of a book, with the name of each, and the 
positions of these parts when assembled. 
The right and wrong ways of opening a 
book are explained, and, for the warning 
of the young people who will see the pic- 
ture, there is a series of views showing 
how books should not be used. 

When taking the pictures at the Athen- 
aeum Press last June, Mr. Rogers and three 
assistants, a Camera man, a make-up man, 
and an electrician, devoted an entire week 
to the photography. Operatives who ap- 
pear prominently in the pictures were made 
up much as are the actors and actresses. 

“Your Book” is not Ginn and Company’s 
first venture in motion pictures. In 1915 
a one-reel picture was made at the Athen- 
aeum Press for display at the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition. Since then it has been 
circulated for showings mainly among 
schools. In the course of the last seven 
or eight years the art of making motion 
pictures has advanced so rapidly and so 
many changes have been made at the 
Athenaeum Press that the question of with- 
drawing the film from circulation was seri- 
ously considered. But as the demand for it 
seemed to grow rather than to diminish, it 
was finally decided to make an entirely new 
picture. 

The results of Mr. Rogers’ work on the 
new motion picture are unusually good. It 
has been made so that it will have a wider 
appeal than the other picture. Its distribu- 
tion will be handled thru Mr. Rogers (of 
the Picture Service Corporation, 71 West 
2ard Street, New York City). Already it 


has been booked for display before libra- 
rians, teachers, booksellers, and chambers 
of commerce, as well as in colleges and 
schools in many parts of the country.

Book Publicity 


[KE shuttles moving back and forth 

forming the fabric of people’s thoughts, 

there are, in the mail bags of the coun- 
try, sheafs of book publicity crossing and 
recrossing, so that the same book sugges- 
tion is made and reiterated perhaps many 
times to the lovers of literature. Authorg’ 
names are in public print in connection 
with their appearance on public platforms: 
publishers’ notes are appearing hither and 
yon; publishers’ advertising is appearing in 
mediums of national and local circulation, 
both magazines and periodicals, to an extent 
never before equalled; publishers’ circulars 
are following up their carefully classified 
mailing lists, thus supplementing the adver- 
tising in the papers and reaching to those 
who are known to have a confirmed book 
interest ; booksellers are circulating catalogs 
by the tens of thousands, and are putting 
publishers’ circulars to use in their own 
lists. 

All of this is, to some slight extent, com- 
petitive bidding for the potential buyer, but, 
in a way, every circular and book sugges- 
tion is supplemental, so that the resulting 
sale is likely to be due to a combination of 
many suggestions rather than to the perfec- 
tion of one appeal. 

Such continuous effort on the part of the 
publisher is necessary, in order to make his 
budget balance and, also, to justify himself 
as a publisher to his author. And the con- 


tinuous effort by the retailer is necess‘ry, - 


in order to make his January Ist accounts 
show a profit on the right side and to justify 
his book service to his customers. 
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Every author must sit in doubt, when his 
book is issued, as to whether there will be 
any chance for his new volume to reach a 
reasonable proportion of those who might 
wish to have it called to their attention, and 
it is only by the cooperative work of all 
available machinery that it comes about that 
the author reaches the attention of a reason- 
able proportion of his potential public. No 
one effort alone can bring the consumma- 
tion, but cooperative work from all perfects 
the machinery so that the next effort at 
distribution can be even more completely 
and easily accomplished. 


Southern Book Revival 


EVIVAL in industry and in educa- 
R tional expenditures usually go hand in 
hand, and there is no section of the 
country where more steady progress is be- 
ing made than in the Southern states. The 
market for books, both for schools and 
bookshops, is steadily increasing there. As 
the schools and universities send more 
graduates out, there will be more and more 
among them who can build up book outlets 
of importance in all the Southern cities. 
The Publishers’ Weekly carries in this 
issue the story of an unusually interest- 
ing book enterprise developed by Natalie 
Newell, who saw in the community of 
Miami a chance for a bookstore of in- 
dividuality and energy. Her success there 
has led her to plan branch houses in other 
places. 


Awarding the Mantles 


HE literary prognosticators who were 
busy a year or so ago in planning libra- 
ries for a desert island, in picking the 
ten best something or other, can now be 
busy in offering suggestions as to who will 
succeed to the mantle of Anatole France or 
the mantle of Joseph Conrad. All such 
prophecies sharpen the literary interest in 
the authors discussed and serve as reason 
for re-evaluating the writers of eminence. 
Someone has pointed out that the fact 
that there have been three or four new 
editions of “Jim Davis” within a year, a 
reissue of “Multitude and Solitude” and a 
successful new sea story, “Sard Harker,” 
all by John Masefield, indicated that there 
was a new current of recognition as to 
Masefield’s right to be considered the lead- 
ing interpreter of the sea, and many are 
realizing for the first time that he .is a 
great writer of prose as well as a writer 
of poetry and drama. 
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The Bookstore and the Business 
Revival 


ROM the retailer’s point of view, the 
tremendous impulse in buSiness confi- 
dence as recorded in the stock market 
could not have come at a better time. The 
New York market as a barometer for the 
country’s confidence has had a November 
which has not been equalled in a decade. 
Stocks have risen in price, and extra divi- 
dends are being declared and there is a gen- 
eral atmosphere of prosperity and optimism. 
Thousands of people are to have larger 
incomes than before from these. increased 
dividends and will begin their plans for 
their December shopping with a buoyancy 
that has not prevailed for several years. 
Such a condition, so widely reported, is ex- 
tremely fortunate, and it will send the re- 
tailer to his important task of publicity and 
salesmanship completely enheartened. 


Conrad Discusses Crafts that 
Become Arts 


VERY fine tribute to the importance 
A of applied art and tribute to all work- 

ers whose labor by concentration and 
inspiration becomes an art, is found in a 
quotation which has been reprinted for 
members of the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts by Porter Garnett at the 
Laboratory Press, Pittsburgh, and sent to all 
members, a quotation from Joseph Conrad 
in his essay called “The Fine Arts.” The 
broadside is a beautiful specimen of print- 
ing, and the text of the quotation is as fol- 
lows: 

“Now, the moral side of an industry, pro- 
ductive or unproductive, the redeeming and 
ideal aspect of this bread-winning, is the 
attainment of the highest possible skill on 
the part of the craftsman, such skill, the 
skill of technique, is more than honesty; it 
is something wider, embracing honesty and 
grace and rule in an elevated and clear 
sentiment, not altogether utilitarian, which 
may be called the honor of labor. It is 
made up of accumulated tradition, kept alive 
by individual pride, rendered exact by pro- 
fessional opinion, and, like the higher arts, 
it is spurred on and sustained by discrimi- 
nating praise. This is why the attainment 
of proficiency, the pushing of your skill with 
attention to the most delicate shades of 
excellence is a matter of vital concern. 


Efficiency of a practically flawless kind may 
be reached naturally in the struggle for 
bread. But there is something beyond—a 
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higher point, a subtle and unmistakable 
touch of love and pride beyond mere skill; 


- almost an inspiration which gives to all 


work that finish which is almost art, which 
1s art.” 


Near East Relief 


O philanthropic movement, excepting 
the Red Cross, has made so deep and 
lasting an appeal to the sympathies of 

the American public as has the Near East 
Relief. The United States now has 40,000 
orphans under its direct care who are learn- 
ing to live under the strange conditions to 
which they have been moved and are learn- 
ing to be self-supporting so that they can 
pass out of these orphanages at the age of 
sixteen. 


The movement is one of the purest phil- 
anthropy, as America has no_ business, 
racial or political interest in the country, 
and all giving has been a matter of genuine 
good will to men. The organization is ap- 
pealing again this year for public support 
for these wards of ours, and each industry 
and committee is organizing to obtain this 
support, centering its efforts about the ob- 
servance of Golden Rule Sunday, Decembe 
7th. :

Foreign Commerce 


NDER the leadership of Secretary 

Hoover, the Department of Com- 

merce has taken on many new and im- 
portant activities, as is indicated in the cur- 
rent report of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, whose business it is 
to help American manufacturers and mer- 
chants to get the data they need as to 
foreign opportunities. That bureau, @° 
present, is answering inquiries from manu- 
facturers and merchants at the rate of about 
5000 a day, a tenfold increase in two years. 
There were 340,000 inquiries for business 
data relating to Western Europe as against 
32,000 in the fiscal year 1921-22. 


The United States has not made great 
headway as a book exporting market as 
yet, but such developments are certain to in- 
crease, and publishers should realize that 
this bureau in Washington is ready to serve 
them with information.

censorship. Ernest Boyd, critic and litera- 
teur, was designated on the program as 
holding that censorship was harmful to 
American literature, while the militant Mr. 
Sumner was slated to show that in censor- 
ship lay the salvation of the American peo- 
ple and their literature. 


The entertainment was begun by Mr. 
Boyd who truthfully prophesied that the 
debate was impossible as he was interested 
in literature while Mr. Sumner was con- 
cerned with morals. Then he offered his 
principal argument stating that the word 
obscene was entirely a subjective word, dif- 
fering with the state of a person’s mind. 
What would perhaps seem obscene to one 
person would be pathetic or humorous to 
another. Mr. Boyd was no less sardonic as 
a speaker than he is as a writer, and he gave 
full play to his histrionic and other accom- 
plishments during the evening. Excepting, 
however, for his statement that obscenity 
was entirely subjective he did not succeed 
in proving his case conclusively. 


Mr. Sumner retaliated adequately if not 
convincingly. He disclaimed any knowledge 
of literature but claimed that he could judge 
of what was obscene. He seemed to mani- 
fest distrust of everyone connected with 
writing, publishing and printing, stating 
that they all accumulated wealth by pro- 
ducing cheap sex books. The interchange 
of words continued for two hours under 
the joint chairmanship of John Farrar and 
Dr. Clifford Smyth affording a merry if 
not profitable evening to those who attended 
but in no wise determining the question in 
debate. 


Canadian Paper Supply 


HE latest data from Canada shows that 

that country is shipping to the United 
States 92 per cent of its paper exports and 
83 per cent of its pulp exports. There are 
110 paper mills in operation, 43 of which 
manufacture pulp only, 35 paper only and 
the balance are combination mills. Besides 


manufactured product, Canada ships a vast 
amount of pulp wood, 30 per cent of which 
comes to the United States, the balance 
being used in the local mills.

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Philadelphia Booksellers Meet 


Ta Booksellers’ Association of Phila- 
delphia opened its autumn and winter 
series of meetings with a “Philadelphia Au- 
thors Night,” held at the Franklin Inn Club 
on October 28th. The speakerse were Roy 
Helton, whose first prose work “Jimmy 
Sharswood” a story for boys, has just been 
published, and Irvin Anthony, author of 
‘(Down To The Sea In Ships.” 

Mr. Anthony spoke on the romance of the 
sea, stating that it had departed from the 
big steamers and sailing vessels and that the 
average sailor was a very matter of fact, 
somewhat offish and extremely unromantic 
figure. The only romance left in “that old 
devil Sea” asserted the speaker, was that 
to be found by the adventurer in small ves- 
sels who pitted his skill against the wiles of 
wind and tide. Mr. Anthony bore out his 
assertion by recounting several experiences 
of his own in more or less cranky craft. 

Mr. Helton spoke of the enormous pos- 
sibilities that lie before American authors 
who are not afraid to write of things that 
they know best and are brave enough to 
slough off the traditions of foreign literary 
ancestry. He called attention to the won- 
derful strides that the American architects 
have made in the planning of New York 
skyscrapers, calling their work the evolu- 
tion of a new school of architecture and 
predicted a like advance in letters when the 
majority of American writers threw off 
their continental shackles. The provo- 
cative nature of the last speaker’s remarks 
led Frank McGrath, president of the Asso- 
ciation, to throw the meeting open to dis- 
cussion. Among the speakers in the “open 
forum” were Sidney Williams, literary edi- 
tor of the North American, and Charles 
Sessler. Altho the question of European 
traditions vs. American sources was not 
settled during the course of the remarks 
there were no dishes thrown and the meet- 
ing closed amicably enough. Copies of Roy 
Helton’s “Jimmy Sharswood” were pre- 
sented by the Penn Publishing Co. to the 
members assembled.
